More than 
fifty dollars has been spent for post- 
age afoot in the last tew days, and 
and effort is being made to reach 
every colored person in the city. Af- 
ter this has been done, the campaign 
will begin actively among white men. 
The Publicity Committee and the 
■ Campaign Committee both held meet- 
ings this week. Circulars and 
pamphlets, as well letters and articles 
for the papers, are being prepared. 
Tbe latest circular, sent out by the 
Publicity Committee, is a complete 
statement of the question. Every 
citizen should read is. Others will 
tollow in a short while. 

At the meeting of the Campaign 
Committee an executive committee 
composed of white and colored men 
was selected to take full charge of 
the campaign. There is much to be 
done. Unfortunately many colored 
people do not seem to be interested 
in the matter, and much time mutt 
be spent in arousing them to a tense 
of the danger wtuch confronts them.' 
A committee is busy arranging meet- 
ing* in every locality -where Negros 
reside, and the call will be issued in 
the next few days. It is hoped these 
meetings will be largely attended at 
good speakers will be sent to each 
one in order to inform the w e og l e on 
the issue.

One speak- 
ing of this prayer 
aaya: "Paul's 
prayer Is Ood's 
purpose." By this 
he means that 
what Paul prays 
wo may hare and 
may be, God in- 
tends we shall 
bare and shall be. 
Before every 
Christian God 
places potential- 
of power. That Is, 
every Christian may have this power 
if he desires; It and makes It possible 
for God to give it to him. For God 
never purposes for na to have any- 
thing, that he doe* not make It pos- 
sible for us to possess it To do oth- 
ervlsa would be to tease and tantalize 
ua, and Ood never does that. When he 
exhorts us to "be strong in the Lord, 
and In the power of his might,'' he 
makes tt possible for us. If we nuke it 
possible for him. to be strengthened 
with might by his spirit in the inner 

The expression "Inner man" un- 
doubtedly means the soul — the inner 
self— as distinguished from the vis- 
ible material body which it animates. 
Peter calls the inner man. "the bidden 
man of the heart" (I Peter 3:4). And 
Paul lu another place speaks ot it aa 
"the Inward man," contrasting it with 
"the outward man." which, he' aaya, 
perishes daily (II Cor. 4:1«). 

It is Tory evident from this that the 
strength which may be ours is not 
physical power, nor even mental pow- 
er which many strive to attain, but In- 
ner spiritual strength.

It la the strength, which when pos- 
sessed, makes one mighty In holy 
service. Paul without It, would never 
have been the mighty apostle; and 
without it Peter would hare remained 
the vacillating cowardly disciple. 
Without It there would hare been no 
Martin Luther, no John Knox, do 
Charley Wesley, no William Carey, 
no Charlea Spurgeon, - no Dwlght I. 
Moody. These men were what they 
were and did what they did, because 
they were strengthened with might by 
his spirit in the inner man. 

Again, thla petition teacbes us that 
Ood la the one who imparts thla inner 
strength through hla holy spirit The 
petition is, "that be would grant oe to 
be strengthened with might by his 
spirit." So while in another place we 
are exhorted to "be strong In the Lord 
and in the power of his might," we 
learn here that the strength by which 
we are to be made strong comes from, 
Ood. He Is the one who empowers, 
as. Yet, If we are to be strengthened 
by God, we must place ourselves be- 
fore Ood Id such a way that be can 
give to us' the strength of the Lord.

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AN INJUSTICE TO THE NEGRO PRESS. 

As one reads the Nesfro newspapers from week to week 
they cannot but feel that as a class the Negro editors are just 
about as unselfish as any set of people in the country. They are; 
in fact, the ultra-exponents of unselfishness. 

No less than a dozen of these papers take their turn each 
week and speak editorially to the race, urging them to patronize 
the members of the race who are in business. That appears to be 
one topic on which all of the publishers agree and in agitating for 
more liberal and sustained patronage for Negro business enter- 
prises they are prompted by no loftier motive than their pride of 
race and their absorbing desire for the race's upclimb into the 
more important avenues of commerce and industry. For this they 
are to be commended and should be encouraged. * 

By continually urging the race to support its business men, 
these papers are extending the trade of the Negro business, men. 
But what are the Ne&TO merchant as a group giving back to the 
Negro papers in return for what they are doing to co-operate with 
all this agitation? It must be granted that quite a few individual 
merchants give their printing of stationery to colored printers 
and not a few insert small advertisements in Negro newspapers 
which in many instances is "traded out," but there is entire ab- 
sence of group appreciation on the part of Negro merchants for 
the great work now being done for them by the NegrcTeditors, 

Here are some questions which suggest themselves as we 
read the Negro papers and see how earnestly they are pulling for 
the Negro business men: 

Why do the colored merchants not speak up for themselves? 

Why do they continue to let the Negro newspaper! pay 

their advertising bills? 

Why are they content with the business which "drifts i 
Why do they not combine and go after the race's business in a 
big way? 

The business is certainly there for the asking. The race i 
spending now about $600,000,000 a year for food and only about a 
fourth of this is going to colored merchants; the race is spending 
S50.000.000 a year for shoes and only about one-twentieth of this 
is going to Negro dealers. There ia but one way to get this busi 
ness and that is to go after it in a definite and determined way. 

The burden of educating and cultivating this trade rests with 
the business men themselves and should not be left to the colored 
papers. They have their hands quite full in getting our young 
folks educated and in protecting our rights." 

To accomplish something that would really justify the effort, 
the merchants must of course realize the situation as it is and then 
determine to work out a plan which will accomplish the desired 
results. First, have a common understanding on the question of. 
service. White merchants are their .chief competitors and no 
step towards securing bigger Negro trade can be made without 
studying the methods of competitors in order to meet 
them, with methods equally as effective. Service has-been oneof 
the important contributing factors to the success of white busi- 
ness enterprises and service is fifty per cent of any selling plan .
